Blamed for Setback At Arnhem 


LONDON (CP)—The Tower of 
Landon confines a Netherlands 
officer accused by the British 
governmient, on the basis of care- 
fully gathered evidence, of tip 
ping off the Germans to the -Arn- 
hem airborne attack which. col- 
lapsed after an eight-day battle 
last September, 

He is awaiting triat for treason 
on charges of betraying Allied 
military secrets to the enemy. 

His arrest was announced Fri- 
day night. 

On the officer, whose name 
was withheld, Britain may seek 
to place the principal blame for 
the failure of the gallant assault, 
made by the British “Red Devil” 
ist Parachute Division at a cost 
of more than 6,000 of its 8,000 
men, to attain its full objective.

But 
the evidence which the Yalta declaration 
provides of ‘a determination to stick together 
through thick and thin reveals the motive 
power that should guarantee progress toward 
the great objective of lasting,universal ac- 
cord. Moreover, the conditions now obtain- 
ing differ vastly from conditions at a com- 
pafable period of the first Great War. By 
the middle of 1917, for example, Russia had 
bolted the Allied coalition; what treachery 
in high places at home failed to accomplish, 
the “peace” of Brest-Litvosk did. 

Twenty-seven years ago the Allies them- 
selves wrangled at Versailles, Britain and 
France suffering one another, with Presi- 
dent Wilson obliged to wage a losing fight 
at home. Indeed, almost before the ink on 
the Peace Treaty had dried, the name of the 
wartime alliance—“The Allied and Associ- 
ated Powers”—became a misnomer. The 
combination had descended into the category 
of disunited nations. Nor did it require 
many sessions of the first experiment to 
organize peace on a world-wide scale to ex- 
plode the purpose of the League of Nations. 
This time, howeyer, the hope and demand 
of mankind rest on firm foundations.

EGGS FOR THE TROOPS 
From New York Sun 


The Quartermaster Corps has 
devised a method of shipping 
whole eggs by which it was pos- 
sible to send to the European 
and African theatres in the past 
six months more than 400,000 
cases or more than 140,000,000 
ergs. 

This has been done by taking 
strictly fresh eggs, dipping them 
in mineral oil to seal the shell 
pores and retard evaporation and 
then packing them in special 
crates designed to absorb shock. 
Fewer than 2 per cent have been 
broken in transit and, since the 
eges are kept at 38 degrees dur- 
ing shipment and-storage, there 
have been no complaints of spoil- 


jage

Victoria Nature Talks 


By ROBERT CONNELL 
HOAR FROST AND MOSSES | 
‘ O= weather of ate has-been j 
a “mixed lot”; gales and rain‘ 
alternating with bright sunshine 
and cloudless sky. In the morn- 
ings @ touch of white frost often | 
decorates the grass and wayside} 
plants, It is well worth looking 
closely at a blade of grass or al 
leat when the hoar frost has 
touched it, however lightly; for 
this a magnifying-giass is really | 
necessary. Then the edges are 
Seen to Be studied “with “ex-} 
quisite ice-crystals, and these are | 
also scattered over the surface. | 
Like all the crystal forms of} 
water the products of the dew/ 
are six-sided in structure, but the 
variety pf forms into which this 
type of symmetry develops is! 
astonishing. It is seen best and | 
most fully in snow-rystals, but | 
the hoar frost is very beautiful | 
with something fairlylike in its 
minuteness. 

In its most familiar form, and
